Many lottern followed the appear
ance of this advertisement. All sorts
of information wns nsked for, The
conditions and what the discovery
was. He waa . bewildered with' the
bulk of mall he recelved  With n'a
usual manper, he kept down any ex.
oltement from this apdden attention
from the wealth of New York olty by
kowping bhoused up for a week. Tom
was not to be peen, Out of the hun
dreds of letters he pelectod one from
& man slgulng Richard Bulwer. Bul
wer's letter se¢mad o please Tom and
he lked the plain and honest convie
tlom the letter expressed 10 him, Tom
looked up Mr. Bulwer In the records
of mechanics, and found him o stand
sinong the highest, After having st
fafied himself that Pulwer was all
right he made roply to his letter and
asked o see him at Hornellsville as
soon a8 possible. In due time Mr
Richard Bulwer arrived at the quaint
village where Tom bad besn homn,
ralsed, and whore he had discovered
th greatest secrot the world was ever
to know, Tom met Mr. Bulwer al the
train and rightly guessed him by the
fuitials on his grip.

“Indesd, I the truth were known,
koows but Duylwer had ecomeo to
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protection of this discovery, and cach
pledged himself to the other, Tom
waiked over to a table near by and
withdmwing a cloth that covered an
oddiy-shaped thing, sald to Bulwer:

“Here is my discovery.”

This Is what Bulwer saw, A large
glass case with goveral glass bulbs
Indide. Some glass plpes, a copper
wheel and an aleohol lamp. Bulwer
nevor saw, anythiog like It In all his
experionce and he could only look in
astonishment at this marvelous ma.
chine, It was a contrivance beyond
hix ability to understgnd at first
glance.

over the country are flocking to Clar
enceville and are affocted n the
srme way, We are gaining rapidly
I population, and If this strange con
ditlon continues to exiat, we will have
struck a bonmnea that beats gold or
fliver mines. No explanation has
been affered. Can some one oxplain?

Tha vewspapor articles spread the
news over the country and peopls he
gan pouring Into Clarenceville and all
the newcomers quit eating along with
the balance of the residents. It was
s fact worth notloing that after golng
& cortaln distanee fram the town the
peoming Influence became Ineffective,
Only within a certaln radius could this
slate of affalrs be found to exist, One
can scarcely lmagine the revolution
in buatness. Grocerles closed up thele
doors. No one bought provislons, for
nope wore needed. Cotlery, dishes
kitchon wutensils, wnd all manner of
vating paraphernalin lay Wdly on the
sorekeepers’ shelves and in the ware
rootin.
